ABSTRACT OF IMPORTANT ORDERS. 


G. O. 30, H. Q. A., May 27, 1878. 


The followivg opinion of the Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral has been approved by the Secretary of War, by 
whose direction it is published for the information and 
guidance of officers of the Army: 





Bureau or Mititary Justice, May 9, 1878. 
Respectfully returned to the Adjutan'-G:neral. 


The judicial power of a Territory is vested in courts establishea 
directly by Congress, or indireeily by its authority, through 
the Territorial Legislatare, and no donbt is entertained that the 
lecal courts of a Territory are full empowered to cite officers or 
soldiers of the Army, stationed within the Territory, to appear 
before them as defendants in civil actions, as well as to attach 
or take, in replevin or execution in such actions, personal pro- 
perty held by such officers or soldiers, and not specially ex- 
empted from attachment, etc. Nor can it, in my opinion, affect 
the exercise of this power that the defendant is quartered, or the 
property is beld, upon a military reservation. 

ve VII. Opinions, 574-'5, Attorney-General Cushing says: 

What is a Military Reservation? Simply an act of the Presi- 
dent under anthority of law, withdrawing so many acres of the 
public domain from the immediate administration of the Com- 
missioner of Public Lands—that is, from sale at public auction, 
and by pre emption or general private entry—and appropriating 
it for the time being to some special use of the Government.” 
And in another opinion. in the same volume, p. 563-'4, he holds 
in substance that the fact that acrime is committed upona Mili 
tary Reeervation established within a Territory does not give to 
the Federal courts jurisdiction of such crime, bat that the same 
remains within the jurisdiction of the Territorial courts: and the 
same rule would appear to apply with even more force to civil 
proceedings of the nature of those described in the papers. 

In the present case, therefore, I am clearly of the opinion that 
the Territorial justice's court had jurisdiction of the action in- 
stituted to try the title to the article of personal property (a 
sewing machine) mentioned, as also authority to cite the soldier 
directly before it, in the usual manner as a defendant in said ac- 
tion, and to issue its writ for the caption of the property, upon 
a judgment against the defendant. Further, that the command- 
ing officer of the post—though it would have been no more than 
courtesy to have advised him of the proceedings, and invited his 
co-operation—was not authorized to resist or obstruct, in any 
manner, the execution of the summons or procees of the court 
He shvuld, in my judgment, upon the soldier being cited to ap- 
peat as within specified, have caused or allowed him to be ex- 
cused from duty for the purpose, and upon the service, by the 
Sheriff, of the writ requiring him to teke the property, should 
not have aseumed to exercise any control whatever over the 
same, or otherwise to interfere with the due course of law.

Death of a Promising Officer.—The death of Lieut.

Moore was one of the first of his class (we think 
the first) to receive the baptism of fire, the Modoc 
campaign commencing soon after he left the a 
He had a boyish appearance at that time and fairly 
bubbled over with fun, but in the performance of his 
duty, no matter what were its dangers and difficulties, 
he displayed the courege and discretion of a veteran 
soldier and looked the soldier that he was. He was 
one of the youngest officers in the command—perhaps 
the youngest—but his marked ability compensated for 
his youthfulness. He was popular among every set in 
the Lava beds. Every tent was open tohim. And 
night after night, when the days had been devoted to 
wearisome scouting through the beds, he would join a 
band of irrepressible officers and lend bis rich, mellow 
voice for the occasion. He was the youngest of the 
gallant band who were wont to sing, with fine effect, 
* Hurrah for the Next Who Dies,’ that weird song of 
British India. Poor Moore! The service loses a pro- 
mising officer by his death, and the Modoc cam- 
paigners, the writer among them, are bereft of a friend 
whore memory they will kindly cherish.”

A Silver City despatch, June 20, says: ‘* Major 
Egbert, with five companies of the 12th Infantry, 
nuabering 8 officers and 135 men, arrived here at 10 
o’clock this morning, having made a forced march 
across the country frum Cornicopia, averaging 30 miles 
a day. He remained here two hours, and then de- 

ted for Camp Lyon, about 20 miles cistant, on the 
regon and Idaho line. An outbreak of Indians at 
Duck Valley reservation is feared. At Paradise 
Valley and Quina’s River trouble 1s also feared among 
the Indians.’

Camp ON THE Bee Fourcue, Jane 20, 1878. 


General Bradley's expedition reached Belle Fourche River 
Tuesday evening, the 18th inst., and went into camp, remaining 
in camp on the 19th and making preparations for fording the 
river, which is at a high stage. Owing to the high water and 
overficy it was peces-ary to corduroy the approach to the river. 
On the night of the 19.h the river rose fourteen inches, and was 
still rising on the 20th. Sovould this continne it will be impossi- 
vle to cross for several days. The heavy rains and consequent 
bad roads have done much to delay the movement of the com- 
mand since starting, and the Little Missouri River will not be 
reached until the latter end of the month instead of the 15th, as 
was expected. It is not yet known whether General Bradley wil! 

tablish the per tcamp or the Little Missouri, which is 
only two days’ march from the present aap. or on some of the 
beautiful tribataries of Belle Fourche River. Several large 
ans of miners have passed through the camp on the way to 

‘ongue River from the Hills. 

Boise City, Ipago,'June 24, 1878, 
To D. M. Key, Postmaster-General ; 

Two of our stations have been raided, stock driven off and 
one driver killed by Indians on the maii route from Boize to 
Kilton and Boise to Winnemucca. The guards furnished us 
have been withdrawn, and we are again subjected to raids 
from any equads of hostilities that we may meet. We can- 
not keep our men on tbe roads under euch conditions, and 
will have to suspend the mail service if not fur ished prompt 
protection. The Governor states that be is unable to do any- 
thing.

THE BANNOCKS. 


The bone of contention between the Bannock In- 
dians and the white settlers is the Big Camas Prairie, 
a meadowlike valley affording excellent pasturage. It 
is some 15 miles wide, and extending in an easterly 
direction from 4 point 75 miles east of Boise City for a 
distance of 30 miles. The Indians claim this valley by 
virtue of prior occupancy, as well as from a clause in 
some old treaty. Between this prairie and the Snake 
River in Oregon lie the Lava Beds, extending easterly 
50 miles or more, witb a width of from six to eight 
miles, including every variety of sustenance, from 
grazing pisins and gentle slopes to rugged, precipitous 
ridges of broken, velcanic rock, which in many places 
completely surround large areas with high jagged 
walls, hebind which a well-armed band of Indians can 
defy the approach of many hundred troops. It is 
within these fastnesses that the Bannocks have made 
their headquarters and base of operations, raiding on 
the country and the lines of travel, and carrying con- 
sternation everywhere. 

A correspondent of the Omaha, Neb , Hera/d, who 
has interviewed Gen. Crook with reference to this 
uprising, reports him as saying that the Indians en- 
gaged io it are the Bannocks, Piutes and some of the 
Sboshones, who complain of a want of supplies, which 
the agents say have not been furnished because the 
appropriations are exhausted, though Gen. Crook be- 
lieves it to be the fact that some of the supplies have 
been lying at some point out there all winter, and had 
not been distribu These Indians have heretofore 
been friendly, and in answer to the suggestion of the 
reporter that ‘‘it is rather hard tbat men and officers 
should have to be sent out there to be killed by the 
Indians, when all the trouble has been brought about 
by thieving agents,” Gen. Crook said: ‘‘ That is not 
the hardest thing. A harder thing is to be forced to 
kill the Indians when they are clearly in the right.” 
There is good ground, he continued, for apprehension. 
** As long as the muzzle-loading arms were in use we 
had the advantage of them, and 20 men could whip a 
huodred, but since the breech-loaders came into use it 
is entirely different; theee they can load on horseback, 
and now they are a match for any man. In regard to 
the Bannocks I was up there last spring, and found 
them in a desperate condition. I telegraphed and the 
agent telegraphed for supplies, but word came that no 
appropriation had been made. They bave never been 
half suppiied. The agent has sent them off for half a 
year to enable them to pick up something to live on, 
but there is nothing for them in that country. The 
buffalo is all gone, and an Indian can’t catch enough 
jack rabbits to subsist himself and family, and then 
t er: arn’t enough jack rabbits tocatch. What are 
they todo? Starvation is staring them ia the face, 
and if they wait much longer they will not be able to 
fight. They understand the situation, and fully ap 
preciate what is before them. The encroachments 
upon the Camas Prairies was the cause of the trouble. 
Those prairies are their last source of subsistence. 
They are covered with water from April to June or 
July, and there is a sort of root which grows in them, 
under the water, which is very much like a sweei 
potato. A squaw can gather several bushels a day of 
them. Then they dig a hole and build a fire in 1t. 
After it is thoroughly heated, the roots are put in and 
baked, and when they are taken out they are very 
sweet and nice. This root is their main source of food 
supply. Ido not wonder, and you will not either, 
that when these Indians see their wives and children 
starving, and their last source of supplies cut off, they 
goto war. Andthen we are sent out there to kili 
them. It is an outrage. All the tribes tell the same 
story. They are surrounded on all sides, the game is 
destroyed or driven away, they are lef« to starve, and 
there remains but one thing for them to do—fight 
while they can. Some people think the Indians do 
not understand these things, but they do, and fully 
appreciate the circumstances in which they are placed. 
Our treatment of the Indian is an outrage.”’ 

THE CHIPPEWAS. 


In response to a telegraphic inquiry concerning a 
reported Chippewa outbreak, the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, June 22, received the following tele- 
—_ from Indian Agent Mahan, under date of Bay- 
eld, Wis., June 21, via Ashland June 22: 

Can hear of no unusual excitement. A few Bad River Indians 
are reported to have gone toward the St. Croix River in Burnett 
County, Wis., to meet # dancing party from Mille Loe reserva- 
tion, in Minuesota, but I am not aware of any trouble. All the 
Indians on the reservation (La Pointe) are quiet. 

A Pwneer Press representative, who went to Grants- 
burgh, telegraphed, after a full investigation of the 
matter: 

The panic is great. Many houses in the country are being 
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deserted, and the towns of St. Croix Falls, North Branch and 
Rash be A filled with fugitives: but no grounds for alarm 
can be d ed and no hostile Indians can be foand or heard 
of. The report can be traced only to personal quarrels of the 
Indians with the whites,in which the former have suffered. 
One Indian was killed by his companion for spreading rumors of 
trouble. The Indians de te a panic, fearing punishment. 
It is evidently a mndiess panic on a large scale. General 

th, of Genera! Sheridan’s s:aff, went to Rush City to-night. 
He makes light of the whole matter. 

Rusg City, Mrxy.,' June 23. 


To Gov. W. EB. Smith: 

Have been to Granteburg. Found considerable panic among 
the outlying settlers, but it is needless. The Indians are harm- 
less, have offered no violence, and committed no depredations 
even where the settlers have fled leaving their stock and effects 
behind. The cause of the scare is that the Indians are infatu- 
ated witb a new pagan mystery dance, said to have been taught 
them recently by a Cheyerne Indian woman; hence the rumor 
about a compact with the Sioux. They appoint dances on the 
banks of different laker, meeting ofien and spending two or 
three days dancing. We proceeded to W Lake, Burnett 
County, where the Indians are having dances. We had a talk 
with the chief. They mean no harm, and say that nobody is 
mad; make no trouble. The panic is subsiding. The report of 
shooting is unfounded, but many families are ny for dear 
life, in many cases leaving their sick behind. There is no need 
of action. Shall return by the first train.

of the board, not incident to the service.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


THE annual examination of the Naval Academy, at 
Annapolis, was opened June 10, by an unusually large 
attendance of the board of visitors, who were received 
with the usual honors. The visitors present were: 
Rear-Admiral John L. Worden, formerly superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy; Captain Clark A. 
Wells, U.S. N.; Captain K. Rh. Breese, U.S. N.; 
Chief Engineer B. F. Isherwood, U. 8. N.; Maj.-Gen 
Jefferson C. Davis, U. 8. A.; Gen. Wager Swayne, 
U.8. A.; Rev. Dr. A. Wheeler, Hon. John Hancock, 
Col. Isaac H. Reed, W. H. Parker, Esq., Dr. P. O. 
Hooper, Hon. Alexr. Brown, Prof. C. M. Woodward, 
Rev. Geo. M. P. Wright, and Daniel 8. Printup, Esq. 
After their reception in the library, the board inspected 
the cadets, who were found in a square beneath the 
Academy grove, presenting a far more picturesque 
effect than the formal line they have usually been 
compelled to maintain on such occasions, often for a 
long time, beneath the broiling midsummer sun. 
While the visitors were yet in front of the battalion, 
the salute from the Santee was heard, and after a brief 
visit to the admiral’s house, the battalion of cadets 
gave the board a marching salute as they passed 1n re- 
view. 

An inspection of the new buildings, erected within 
the past year, as additions to the library and to the 
philosophical department, followed, and elicited much 
commendation for substantial construction and taste- 
ful use of material. They have been designed by and 
erected under the supervision of Professor Oliver, of 
the drawing department, and are the first movement 
towards the adoption of a more appropriate style for 
the buildings of the Academy. A general inspection 
of all the departments concluded the day. 

In addition to the usual dress parades, special drills 
and exercises took place daily, the inclement weather 
of the week preventing, however, the fulfilment of 
any predetermined programme. On Thursday morn- 
ing the infantry drill, under Lieut. J. C. Soley, U.S.N., 
excited the admiration of the board, the military critics 
of which were pleased to say that the perfectness of the 
evclutions could not be surpassed anywhere by any 
soldiers. When this was told the cadets at their ar- 
mory after the drill, by Lieut. Soley, they broke into 
loud cheers. The afternoon was occupied by,the spar 
and sail drill aboard thesloop-of-war Dale. This is pro- 
bably the most interesting of the exercises peculiar to 
the Naval Academy, and elicited the highest commen- 
dation, the cadets performing all the evolutions of set- 
ting, reefing and furling sail, and sending down and 
replacing spars. 

On Friday, with the change to good weather, a very 
interesting sigoval drill took place, and the labors of the 
Board were agreeably relieved by a trip on the U. 8. 
steamer Piloz up the Severn to its expansion into the 
extensive waters of Round bay, displaying to the 
strangers the beautiful scenery of the highlands sur- 
1ounding the arm of the Chesapeake. Subsequently 
they made a similar excursion some distance down the 
Chesapeake as far 93 Poplar Island. 

The events of Saturday were the exercises in the 
fencing department, and in the eveaing the so-called 
“tournament” or gymnastic exercises in the round 
hall, gymnasium, or ball room, which is built over the 
walls of the former Fort Severn. The attendance filled 
completely the building, and including all of fair and 
fashionable that Annapolis and the Academy gathers 
at this, the gala time of their year. The feats of 
strength and grace were loudly applauded, and by the 
professor declared unsurpassed in the history of the 
school. 

Sunday was a day of needed rest, and on Monday 
morning, the great event of board-week, the sham- 
battle between the marines and middies took place on 
the Government farm or hospital grounds adjoining 
the school. The midshipmen, in a flotilla of nine 
barges, with % battery of artillery, steamed up the 
Severn, supported by a reserve of four launches. As 
the flotilla neared Horseshoe Point, on the Severn, the 
reserve opened fire with artillery to clear the brush and 
protect the bargemen in landing. Getting into line of 
battle the nine barges pulled steadily to shore. Nearing 
the beach, at the sound of the bugle, the cadets bent 
to their oars with a will that sent the barges rapidly to 
shore. At this moment, in the thickets lining tke 
beach, could be seen a row of the white caps of a 
company of marines, and instantly the rattle of 
musketry showed that they were endeavoring to repel 
an attack. The cadets, the main body under Lieut. 
J. C. Soley, U. 8. N., threw out skirmishers, and both 
sides began a sharp fire. After the two lines had been 
thus engaged a short time on the extreme right of the 
cadets, appeared Lieut. J. W. Miller, U. 8. N., with 
one piece of artillery, and opened fire. Their left 
flank thus turned, tbe marines under Lieut. J. M. T. 
Young and Samuel H. Gibson, retreated to a higher 
position. The cadets continued to advance by charges 


and with cheers. The reserve, under Lieut. T. B. M. 
Mason, now lands, and the sharpshooters of the cadets, 
their artillery and the musketry of the marines make 
lively music. The batvalion of the cadets, gathering 
their separate forces, make a grand assault upon the 
marines, cheering as they go. The little band for a 
moment make a gallant stand on ‘‘ Round Top,” and 
then, as the first company of cadets appears on the 
hill, it seeks shelter and safety in the woods, and the 
battle is over. The cadets and marines passed after- 
ward in review before the Board of Visitors, who had 
biog array from a commanding position the progress of 
the fight. 

On Tuesday ths inclement weather prevented all out- 
door work in the forenoon, but a clearsky and a favor- 
able wind permitted the regatta before sundown. The 
sailing race of three and one-half miles was made in 
forty minutes, and was won by launch No. 3, W. L. 
Rodgers commanding, N. 8. Knapp coxswain. The 
three stretchers were on a fair wind on a side, and 
home on almost a head wind. The rowing match was 
over a straight course of one mile on the Severn. The 
distance was rowed in seven and one-half minutes, 
and was wor by launch No. 7, J. G. Quimby coxswain. 
In both races the boats were launches, about twenty 
feet in length and six feetof beam. Twelve oars were 
used in each boat in the rowing match. Miss Annie 
Rodgers, daughter of Rear-Admiral C. R. P. Ts, 
presented the victors of the sailing crew with a blue 
silk flag appropriately decorated, and the winners of 
the rowing match were rewarded with a stuffed game 
cock, suitably mounted, the gift of one of the officers 
of the school. The deck of the Santee was the scene 
of the presentation, and was acknowledged with a 
good three-times-three huzzas in true navalistyle. We 
are glad that the traditional Anglo-Saxon cheer is so 
well maintained by our future admirals. 

A promenade concert had followed the gymnastic 
performance on Saturday night, and this the last night 
before the award of diploma was devoted to valedic- 
tory serenades to the principal officers of the Academy, 
and was appropriately acknowledged by the recipients, 
to which speeches the cheers of the young sailors 
responded. 

The competitive drill for the possession of a hand- 
some silk flag was graceJ by the presence of the many 
ladies now visilors at the Academy, the citizens of 
Annapolis, and many others, and resulted in the award 
of the trophy to “ fourth” company, great difficulty 
having been experienced in determining the relative 
merit of the contestants. Miss Rodgers gracefully 
presented the flag to the victors, and Gen. J. C. Davis, 
U. 8. A., made a few remarks congratulating them on 
their success. The exercises of target practice, 
howitzer drill, and the big guos on the Santee com- 
pleted the succession of severe tests of physical endur- 
ance and skiil to which the y.ung gentlemen have 
been subjected. 

Fortunately for the class of '78 the 20th? June ;was 
not distinguished by its ueual intensity of heat,’and 
the comfort of the large audience witnessing the con- 
ferring of the diplomas was greatly enhanced thereby. 
By the early train Admiral D. D. Porter and other 
distinguished Washington guests arrived, and were 
duly received. An address in the chapel by Professor 
C. M. Woodward, dean of the Polytechnic School, 
Washington University, St. Louis, Mo., opened the 
exercises, after which the cadets formed around the 
very tastefully arranged canopy and pavillion, and 
after an appropriate address by Admiral Porter, 
received their diplomas. Thirty-six cadet midshipmen 
graduated, and fourteen cadet engineers, the order of 
merit being as follows:

present ; but this severe cutting down in allowances 
is a heavy blow to comfort. A captain who now has 
$648 a year for house rent will be straitened to 
arrange his family in good circumstances at $360, 
and he will have to scrimp on other things, if scrimp- 
ing is possible, in order to retain his house. The 
general is in like manner reduced to $125 per month, 
and the lieutenant-general to $70. In the large citics 
an exodus of Army officers from their own little 
houses to boarding houses may perhaps be looked 
for; but they will have the sweet satisfaction of 
knowing tbat the Congress which thus “ econo- 
mized” on them has been able to find funds for 
widening several creeks hitherto without a place on 
the map, and principally used as cow troughs. 

The provision for suspending promotions and ap- 
pointments save in the line below the rank of captain 
is anotber piece of makeshift legislation, Congress 
wanted to adjourn, and had not done its work—it 
said to the Army: “ Hold on as you are, till we get 
back.” Unfortunately, the officers battling with the 
{ndiang cannot promise to have no new vacancies in 
their numbers—Congress must make that sort of 
bargain with the red men. Hence the permission is 
graciously accorded to promote and appoint in tue 
Line below the grade of captain, in place of those 
who are about to die in battle. For this concession, 
many thanks. Morituri salutant. The companies 
fighting the Shoshones and Bannocks will not be left 
utterly without commissioned officers. It is a 
wretched business at best for a country like ours to 
find such legislation imposed upon it; but if the 
Army will only “ hold on” till Congressmen get back 
from their long vacation, the prohibition against 
keeping the organization perfected by the ordinary 
routine of promotion and appointment will some day 
be removed. 

One of the wise features of the new Army act is its 
provision for crediting service in the volunteer army 
during the war of the Rebellion, either as officer or 
as enlisted map, on an officer’s claim for longevity 
pay or for retirement. The increase of the retired 
list from 200 to 400 is also a good measure. Congress 
had already overpassed the former number by indivi- 
dual acts of favor, while many officers, long desery- 
ing honorable retirement, have been patiently await- 
ing their turns, The increase will also eventually, 
when the promotion probibition is removed, allow 
younger officers to go up a little. 

We regurd also the giving of the preference in ap- 
pointments to vacancies in the 2d lieutene ncies, first to 
graduates of the Military Academy, and secondly, 
thereafter, to non-commiesioned officers duly recom- 
mended for promotion, as a step in advance. The 
provision that ‘‘all vacancies remaining after ex- 
hausting the two classes named may be filled by 
appointment of persons in civil life” is not likely to 
be put to much use until a more general war than 
any now in prospect. 

The provision for publishing the lineal rank of 
Line officers separately for all the arms, in the Army 
Register, and also the service records of officers as 
enlisted men and in tbe volunteer army, is a matter 
of minor importance, but the change seems to be a 
good une. The section declaring that hereafter, in 
time of peace, all military headquarters, except Army 
Headquarters, shall be established at points where 
the Government has buildiogs or barracks, and in 
such buildings or barracks, unless the Secretary of 
War otherwise orders, may cause some temporary 
annoyances, but we think the principle to be sound. 
The Army is bound tc do what it can in the way of 
economy, and where post or headquarters expenses 
can easily be reduced, this undoubtedly should be 
done. Army officers have themselves shown that 

money has been needlessly expended for the want of 
this new rule. It is also obviously better for the in- 

terests of the Service that the rule should be made, 

while econemies thus effected may serve to ward off 

others less easily borne by officers; and in the few 

cases, and a few there undoubtedly are or will be, 

where the rule should be set aside, the War Depart- 

ment has express authority to do so. 

As to the posse comitatus prohibition with which 

the new Army act winds up, Congress seems to have 

been very happy overit, but the Army can hardly be 

less happy. The felicitation is mutual. It only re- 

mains to see how State authorities will enjoy it. On 
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Virginia, telegraphed to President Hays: ‘‘I call 
upon your Excellency for the assistance of the U. 8. 
military to protect the law-abiding people of the State 
against domestic violence and to maintain the supre- 
macy of the law.” On the 20th, Governor CARROLL, 
of Maryland, telegraphed: “I call upon you, as 
President of the United States, to provide the force 
necessary to protect the State against domestic 
violence.” On the 22d, Governor HAarTRANFT, of 
Pennsylvania, telegraphed : “I call upon you for troops 
to assist in quelling mobs within the borders of the 
State.” On the 26th, Wa. G. Jounson, Chairman 
of the Pittsburgh Committee of Safety, sent to Gov. 
HARTRANFT the unanimous appeal of that committee 
“that the President be strenuously urged to place 
here immediately a prominent Army officer of nerve 
and judgment, to take charge of tae entire situa— 
tion in this city and county.” On the 24th, Mayor 
OveERsTOLZ, of St. Louis, by order of the Committee 
ot Safety, telegraphed to the War Department for 
“a battery of artillery, with ammunition.” On the 
same day Adjutant-General Rosertson, of Michigan, 
by order of the Governor, requested the use of 
“the U. 8. troops at Fort Wayne, in maintaining 
peace and enforcing obedience to the laws.” On the 
25th, Governor CuLtom, of Illinois, telegraphed to 
the President : ‘‘i call upon you for assistance by 
furnishing military and without delay. Can the 
six companies at Rock Island be forwarded to 
Chicago at once? Domestic violence exists in the 
State.” Simultaneously the Mayor of Chicago ap-—- 
pealed through the Governor for all the troops 
possible. On the same day Governor GarBeER, of 
Nebraska, asked Secretary McCrary for the aid of 
the troops at Omaha Barracks, and Governor Lup- 
INGTON, of Wisconsin, asked the President for the 
* 300 old soldiers at the Soldiers’ Home in Mil 
waukee.” On the 26th, Governor Wui..rams, of 
Indiana, telegraphed to the President: ‘*In view 
of the threatened domestic violence growing out of 
the railroad strike, I request that authority be at 
once given to the commandant of the arsenal to 
render me all the aid possible in preserving the pub 
lic peace.” Thus within a week we find the civil 
authorities of nine States calling for the aid of the 
Army in suppressing internal troubles, Let it not be 
said that the Army went uncalled-for, as it of course 
did not go without explicit orders on this duty. 

The committee of three Senators and five Repre- 
sentatives appointed by the Army bill to consider 
the expediency of transferring the Indian Bureau to 
the War Department hus already begun its collection 
of materials, through its secretary, Mr. FLANAGAN, 
It consists of Senators SaunpERs, of Nebraska; 
Oatessy, of Illinois, and McCrary, of Kentucky, 
and Messrs, ScaLes, of North Carolina; Boong, of 
Kentucky ; Hooxer, of Mississippi; STEwart, of 
Minnesota, and VAN Voorugss, of Ohio. Amongst 
these Congressmen will be recognized some who have 
made this subject a special study. The decision of 
the question is of much interest to the Army, but, as 
we have before said, the great task which the trans- 
fer would impose cannot make the Army, as a whole, 
anxious to assume so thankless a responsibility. That 
the transfer would be for the best interests of the 
country we do not doubt. 

Of the joint committee appointed under this bill 
to reorganize the Army, and to report upon the pro- 
per number and pay of officers and men, we need only 
say that it will find ready to hand, in the Govern- 
ment archives, a great mass of important Army testi- 
mony on the subject which has been practically 
ignored hitherto. We hope that the report, which 
is to be made by or before January 1, will be worthy 


of the country. 


POST SCHOOLS. 


In January last, a Board consisting of Gens. Meigs, 
Townsend, and Dunn, met in Washington, by order, 
to devise means for carrying out the provision of the 
Revised Statutes respecting post schools. This pro 
vision is as follows: 


Schools shall be established at <:] posts, garrisons, and per- 
manent camps at which troops are stationed, in which the en- 
listed men may be instracted in the common English branches 
of education, and especially in the history of the United States; 
and the Secretary of War may detail such officurs and enlistea 
men as may be necessary to carry out this provision. It shall be 
the duty of the post or garrison commander to set aparta suit- 
able roum or building for school and religious purposes. 


The first obstacle in the path of the Board was the 
fact that, as is nut unusual, a Jaw had been made by 
Congress, without any specific appropriation to carry it 





into effect. However, the Board concluded to meet 
this difficulty by providing for the use of the post funds 
for paying teachers and procuring school books, and 
the appropriations of the Quartermaster’s Departmen; 
for building school rooms. As a result, a large part of 
the labors of the Board consisted in reconstructing the 
regulations governing post, regimental, and company 
funds. After detailing the sources from which these 
various funds shall be derived, the Board, in its resent 
report, gives post schools the third piace in the order 
of expenditures of the post fund, the two which take 
precedence being the expenses of the bake-house, and 
those of garden seeds and utensils for all troops serving 
at the post. A non-commissioned officer, in a com- 
munication to the JouRNAL, suggests that a percentage 
of garrison Court-martial fines should be- set aside for 
the benefit of post schools, and that Congress should 
appoint more chaplains to the Army in view of their 
use as schoo! teachers. 

School teachers are to be detailed from the enlisted 
men, in number not exceeding one for each post, ard 
to receive the extra duty pay (35 cents per day) from 
the Quartermaster’s Department. The attendance of 
soldiers is optional, as is also that of officers’ children ; 
that of soldiers’ children is compulsory, unless excused 
by the officer in charge of the schools. The children 
of citizens living near by may attend the schools by 
paying asmall feeto the postfund. The books for 
soldiers and soldiers’ children are to be paid for out of 
the post fund; officers and citizens will furnish books 
for their children. Where practicable, the post coun. 
cil may establish separate schools for children. Care- 
ful inspections are provided for. In one children’s 
school already established—we should say, in the 
Department of Texas—the school hours were from 
9:30 a. M. to 12 M.; from 1to3P.M., each day, except 
Saturday and Sunday. The children were divided into 
classes, and no favoritism allowed towards children 
of officers; careful rules were made for the government 
and attendance of the children. In the same command, 
there was a school for enlisted men, beginning half an 
hour after ‘‘ retreat,” and ending with the post call for 
** tattoo.” 

We shall look with great iuterest for an extension 
of these school systems, with their elevating influences. 
It has been, and is still, very hard to keep them up, 
in our Army, on ‘iccount of the frequent changes of 
stations, and the active movements of the troops. 
Nevertheless, something may be done, and their ten. 
dency will be to unite more closely to the Service both 
officers and enlisted men. 








In order to secure the attendance of teams from 
the Regular Army at the International Match at 
Creedmoor in September, it appears to be necessary 
that somebody besides the economical Government 
should provide for the cost of transportation. Act- 
ing in the spirit of their organization as a National 
Institution, the National Rifle Association have un- 
dertaken to provide for thia expense, and while this 
ought not to be imposed upon a voluntary organiza- 
tion, the teams from the Army can veryf properly 
accept it under the circumstances. The National 
Guard of San Francisco, Chicago and New Orleans 
represent large and wealthy localities, whose citizens 
will cheerfully provide for their travelling expenses. 
The Regular Army, on the other hand, representing 
the whole country, appeals to no local public senti- 
ment, and if there is no money appropriated to provide 
them with transportation they musi stay away. It 
would be a misfortune if they should be compelled 
to do this, as the interest excited in the Army by 
the prospects of this match is very general, and the 
reports received at the Headquarters of both the 
Departments of the Atlantic and Pacific show that 
the teams which would appear under favorable cir 
cumstances would reflect no discredit upon the Army. 
A letter from Colonel Keiton to the R fle Associa- 
tion shows that the interest thus created in rifle 
practice among officers and men has already borne 
valuable fruit, in teaching them to acquire a skill in 
marksmanship, which stands them in good stead in 
their present encounter with the Indians. 

The National Rifle Association will find themselves 
sustained by the press and the public in assuming 
this responsibility ; but it is to be hoped that some 
way will be devised by the War Department of re- 
lieving them of this burden. It will be of great 
service to the Army to subject it to the stimulus of 
such contests as this. 

In the letter to which we refer, which is dated San 
Francisco, June 12, Col. KgiTon says: “It now ap

General Howarp will establish his 
headquarters at Fort Vancouver. General Terry 
will remove to Fort Snellixg. Genera! Orp will 
take the arsenal at San Antonio, General AucuR 
will remove to Newport barracks, Kentucky. Gen, 
SHERIDAN will remain at Chicago, as there are no 
available Government buildings in that vicinity. 
General McDowE Lt and General Porg being already 
at mililary posts, viz, at the Presidio’ and Fort 
Leavenworth, will make no change. The Division 
Department and Persona! Staff will accompiny the 
commanding officers. The Headquarters of the De- 
partment of Arizona will remain at Prescctt.

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THE QUESTION OF EQUIPMENT. 
THE SABRE BAYONET AND KNAPSACK. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Sir: The discussion as to the best equipment 
and arms for the infantry and cavalry soldiers, now 
being carried on through the columns of your journal, 
cannot but prove instructive tu every officer of the 
Army who takes « real interest in his profession. 

In reading the letters that have thus far appeared 
one is impressed with the very radical difference of 
opinion entertained by officers on some points, parti- 
cularly as to the abandonment of the sabre—captains 
of artillery and ogg regiments holding totally dif- 
ferent views on the subject, while a cavalry officer of 
such prominence as General Merritt places himself on 
the record as combating the opinion held by the Chief 
of Ordnance and by the General of the Army. 

With all deference to General Merritt (and no one 
glories in his fame as acavalryman more than I), I 
cannot help but think that henceforth a horseman 
charging with fire-arms alone will capture and put out 
of the fight as many as he who uses the sabre. 

The brilliant as well as solid success of Sheridan as 
a cavalry leader was not gained by charging with the 
sabre. fe had the gemius to perceive that greater 
things could be accomplished by using the horse to 
carry a man from point to poiat; by dismounting his 
troupers and fighting them toa better advantage. At 
times he even did not disdain to entrench his men. 

In the light of recent events I believe it is not tou 
much to assert that no body of men—no matter what 
they are armed with—can successfully charge an equal 
number, who are equally brave, and who are armed 
with bieech. loaders. 

Of course instances will occur when it will be ad- 
visable--in fact necessary—to charge, as, when the 
enemy 18 dispersing, is short of ammunition, or is de- 
moralized from any cause; and again when it is de- 
cided to carry a position, at any cost, before the 
enemy can gain time to strengthen it. 

But in every such instance I believe more will be 
accomplished by the momentum of the charge, and by 
fire-arms than by the sabre. 

General Sheridan does not sayin so — words 
that the sabre should be dropped; yet I think that is 
the natural inference to be drawn from his letter; for 
does he not say that bis experience teaches him that 
before arm’s length is reached one side or the other 
ruos away? Of what use, then, is the sabre, which is 
effective only at the arm's length? 

1 believe it was General Sheridan who so graphically 
described, in your columns, the defeat of charging 
French cavalry by knots of infantry skirmishers, in 
one of the battles of the late Franco-Prussiin war. 

To my mind the only theory on which the sabre can 
be retained is, that both parties in a fight are to run 
out of ammunition, or that nations by common con- 

» gent are to revert to muzzle-loading arms. 

General Merritt says that the Indians as now armed 
and equipped are the finest light troops the world has 
ever known, which I do not doubt in the least. But 
how are they armed? 

It seems to be admitted that in the late Sioux war 
they armed themselves, whenever they could, with a 
magazine gun and revolver. Of course an Indian will 
carry a knife when he can get one, but who ever heard 
of an Indian burdening himself with a sabre? 

Now if the Indians are the finest Jight troops in the 
world, why not pattern our light horseman, as far as 
possibie, after them? The Indian horseman of to-day 
is superior to the white man because he subsists him- 
self and horse more readily; because in a fight he 
carries about his horse and person less impedimenta, 
and because be is a more skilful marksman while his 
horse is in motion. 

Geucral Carr says that for a horseman the length of 
the present infantry rifle is no objection; that he has 
secn a frontiersman in a3 mile run lay out 25 buftalo 
with it; this shows what a white man on horseback, 
properly trained, can do with the rifle. 

General Howard’s narrative of recent experiences 
and impressions is exceedingly interesting; but there 
is one point in regard to which I am at a loss to under- 
stand him: he says, in speaking of one of his encoun- 
ters with Nez Percés, that the sabre would have in. 
creased the terror of the Indians. He believes also 
that a charge with sabres, when the ground admits of 
it, would be as*eftective against mounted Indians as it 
was against Confederate cavalry. Yet General How. 
ard, in the same letter, says that he was often disap- 
pointed to find a feeling of depression exhibiting itself 
among some cavalry officers of undoubted bravery, 
and that he believed that this feeling of depression 
arose partly from their want of confidence in their 
mount and arms as compared with the mrount and 
arms of the Indians. 

But if they lacked confidence in a weapon—the car- 
bine— which will kill at more than 700 yards, how 
much less should they rely on a weapon—the sabre— 
which will kill enly at a distance sumewhat less than 
its own length, and with how much less terror ought 
the latter weapon inspire an Indian than the former? 

The results of recent warfare seem to point to the 
magazine gun as the weapon of the future horseman— 
cali bim light cavalryman, dragoon, or what you will. 

If a magazine gun can be perfected, equal in range 
and accuracy to the ordinary breechloading rifle, that, 
with the intrenching knife referred to by Gen. Sheri- 
dan, ought to be sufficient. Such an arm will be 
effective at all distances, and since it repeats, it will 
anawer the purposes of a revolver, and hence the latter 
can be done away with, 
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I believe that even in a

What bas been said of the sabre is, I think, equally 

pertinent to the bayonet. The days of bayonet charges 
are gone forever. Great stress seems to be laid by 
some on the moral effect of the bayonet in quelling 
riots, etc. My own impression is, that the appearance 
of the soldier in uniform, with bis rifle, and Sheisetane 
_ belt full of bail cartridges would be fully as effica- 
cious. 
_ Another argument in favor of the bayonet is, that of 
its use in a rush made to carry an intrenched position; 
— ae &@ magazine gun even this argument must 
vanish. 

No fact in recent military art seems to be better 
established than that every infantry soldier should 
carry something wherewith to intrench himselt in 
time of need, and, as Gen. Sheridan says, all that is 
required is something with which to loosen the earth; 
the soldier in an emergency can be safely trusted with 
the rest. The knife proposed, which will be useful to the 
soldier ia a number of ways, besides that of intrench- 
ing, seems to meet the case. If it can be attached to 
the rifle in lieuof the bayonet for moral effect, so 
much the better. 

The pouch proposed by Gen. Sherman is, I think, 
super‘or to any known cartridge box, but if experience 
shows that no damage results to the rifle from the wet 
and dirt to which the cartridge is exposed to in the 
belt, then I believe the latter is preferable. 

The belt invented by the late Major Taylor, Paymas- 
ter, U. 8. A., which is of leather with metallic rings to 
hold the cartridges, is neater in appearance and, I 
thiok, more durable than the ordinary leather or can- 
vas belt; the sheath for the intrencl.ing kaife could be 
attached. I believe this belt ought to have a trial. 
And now for the knapsack; the everlasting, never 
fitting, and always thrown away knapsack, as General 
Sherman aptly puts it, still has its advocates. 1 think 
it will find but few among those who have been re- 
quired to carry it. ° 

Surely it cannot be denied that Americans are as 
fertile iu expedients as any people on earth; now if the 
blanket roll—as a substitute fur the knapsack—was the 
result of our inventive genius, exercised during four 
years of warfare, waged under all conditions, why not 
adopt it and make the most of it? 

It has been said that the blanket roll is uasightly; it 
may not be ornamental but it is certainly useful, and 
to no profession more tian to that of arms, does the 
maxim apply, that the ornamental should be subordi- 
nated to the useful. 

I think that, as a rule, too much stress is put upon 
the good resulting from full dress and oraameats, even 
in garrison life. 

he first consideration—in and out of garrison—un- 
doubtedly ought to be health and comfort, combined 
with economy of space and weight. 

In the blanket roll the soldier can readily carry his 
change of underclothing, etc.; it might be issu-d with 
thongs attached and possibly with pockets to keep in 
place small bags containing the fine-tooth comb, soap, 
and other ictas. 

Such a knapsack as this the soldier could easily put 

off and on when resting on the march, and without 
calling in the aid of all the teamsters in his company 
to free him from a harness more cumbersome and 
complicated than that of a mute. 
I trust Gen. Sherman will not tire in his efforts to 
carry out—in regard to the sabre, the bayonet, and 
the knapsack—what he has outlined in his letter to the 
Lieutenant-General ‘OBSERVE R.”

THE CAVALRYMAN'S SABRE, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Sir: I have been very much interested in the corre- 
spondence appearing in the columns of your paper 
lately on the subject of Army armament, on which 
subject the opinious of those who ought to know some- 
thing of the question, seem very much at variance. 
Hoping the views of one who has made the subject 
somewhat of a study—although only an enlisted man— 
may not be deemed out of place, I beg the favor of 
a small spacein your journal for one ortwo of mine. 

I do not think the time has yet come for doing away 
with the cavalzyman’s sabre; on the contrary, think 
the wore damage a shooting column of the enemy is 
doing, the greater the necessity for its destruction, and, 
in my opinion, a body of troops properly armed that 
can make rapid movements, is the arm to do it with, 
and the sabre properly handled the weapon. T'he reason 
the sabre has fallen into disuse is that our cavalry 
officers have acquired the babit of fighting Indians 
Indian fashion, 7. ¢., from behind cover, at which we 
are not pearly as good as they are. Indeed, I do not 
think any light infantry in the world can equal them 
at that kind of fighting. The opinion seems to be 
almost universal now that if poor Custer and his men 
had had their sabres, a great many would have cut 
their way through to safety. One instance in particu- 
lar came under my own observation, in which the 
sabre would have been of great service. At the open- 
ing of the Sioux campaigo, under Gen. Crook, we cap- 
tured a village of 100 tepees on the Powder River; the 
village was charged in good style by a company of 
cavalry with the revolver. The bucks came out of 
their tepees badly scared, and ran for the bluffs, dis- 
tance three or four hundred yards. The troopers fired 
their six shots, killed nobody, and lost a splendid op- 





portunity of oy half the Indians to pieces before 
they found shelter, for want of a weapon to do it with. 
Qn the other hand, if those Indians had been good 
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white infantry armed with the bayonet, who would 
have stood their ground, Heaven help the cavalry. 

It would not impair the efficiency of the cavalry 
much to do away with the revolver, any thing lixe ac- 
curacy of fire being very difficult of attainment on 
a charge; but the War Department had better think 
twice before doing away with the cavalryman’s sabre. 
He ought, however, to be taught bow to use it eflec- 
tively, and the sabre ought to be a little lighter than it 
is, and properly sharpened. ‘‘ SaBREUR.”

ANOTHER VIEW OF ARMY LOBBYING. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Sir: Somewhat too indiscriminate criticism upon 
the al'eged ‘‘ lobbying” at Washington by Army offi- 
cers has appeared recently.

Tosuch of the Army as 
have their habitat upon, or beyond, the ‘‘ Great Ameri- 
can Desert,” there appears to be another side to the 
question that ought to be presented. If the news- 
paper account of the speeches of Honorable Legisla- 
tors may be trusted, one Honorable Senator waxed 
fiercer in his denunciation of this, which, if it bea 
fault of such proportions as complained of, is the 
direct outgrowth and result of Congressional action, 
aided by the selfish and short-sighted suggestions of 
fossilized bureau officers. 

The results of all this action are that officers have 
lea ned not only that they have no hope of obtaining, 
what may be culled well earned favors and privileges, 
by assiduous attention to duties at their proper 
stations, but not even can they obtain what statute 
law has secured for them without, and not always by, 
petitioning the Congress. 

Oo the other hand, men whose unfitness for the 
position of officers bas been judicially ascertained and 
declared, are encouraged to besiege the doors of Con- 
gress to be reinvested with the privileges of offices of 
which they have been deprived for cause, and the 
‘** Congressional Record” contains not afew eulogiums 
upon men of the latter class, more cordial and flatter- 
ing than anytbing said of the ninety-and-nine who 





have no need of Congressional rehabilitation. These

soldier, the subordination of whose profession to the 
law is so fit and so marked a feature of it, to criticise 
the makers of law; but it less befits an honorable citizen 
(a status not lost by accepting the duty of protecting 
the rigbts of other citizens), to rest under an injurious 
aspersion publicly cast upon his honor. 

Specifying first as to deprivation of legal rights, a 
pertinent case is the action taken in regard to promo- 
tion at different times for four years; and especially 
recently. The confirming power entertains nc doubt 
as to the legal right of the senior first or second lieu- 
tenant of each arm of the Service to promotion into 
the first vacancy in the next higher grade in his arm, 
and that such has been the Jaw for four years, and 
yet, under the baleful influences before mentioned, it 
is decided to be “ inexpedient” to give men their 
rights. Since when has it heen inexpedient to doa 
just and lawful thing? The argument furnished the 
Senate resdy made by a high functionary of the Army 
has a congenital weakness and absurdity; its only force 
operates in favor of, and not against, lineal promotion. 
It is “ inexpedient” because, forsooth, it will cost 
scmething! Nothing in nature but a mind still in a 
red tape compress from travail with the idea that offi- 
cers On the frontier need less pay than others because 
they can “ hunt for meat,” could have produced such 
an argument, and no eyes but the short-sighted ones 
whose vicion has for years been limited by office 
pigeon holes, would have failed to see thatevery dollar 
it would cost to take the action statute law as well as 
ae equity rcquires—namely, give to officers their 
egal promotion—is a dollar for years illegally and in- 
equitably withheld from officers unjustly deprived of 
promotion. The greater the cost the more imperative 
the demand, on every ground of equity and law. The 
so-called reason savors rather of an excuse for duty not 
done than of reason, and has not even plausibility in 
its favor. 

Does the Congress, or the nation, or the ARMY AND 
Navy JourRNAL wish to have the Army officered by 
men who wi'l submit to such things without even 
petitioning for relief? Can they expect that such 
things will take place without the exercise of all 
means of influence to correct them, and are Army men 
blamewortly if they discover that some other influence 
than the presentation of the merits of their case is 
necessary to secure redress, and act accordingly? 
(Speaking for the Army AND Navy JouRNAL, we say 
no!—Ep JOURNAL. | 

Besides, and in some respects differing from, the 
advancement and privileges secured to all alike by 
law, tnere are many positions in the Army which an 
honorable ambition prompts a soldier to desire and 
seek, and which, one would say, would be naturally 
given—sume as a reward for, some as an honorable 
recognition of, faithful or distinguished service. To 
say that these positions are never worthily bestowed 
would be to go beyond the fact; but that those worthy 
or distinguished officers receive them only or chiefly 
because of worth or merit, no one believes, and that 
political and pre-eminently Congressional influence is 
the most potent lens for the discovery of such worth 
or merit everybody knows. If our coy statesmen 
would avoid those attentions which may annoy or 
compromise them, let them carefully avoid giving any 
ground for the suspicion that they may bestow favors 
if sufficiently importuned. 

Whether it be wise or unwise for the National 
Legislature to occupy itself with the relatively small 
details of Courts-maitial in cases of dismissed officers 
is a subject upon which no opinion is here expressed. 
But the status of euch men is not Army officers, and 
the time occupied in investigating their cases cannot 
be justly charged as Army interference with legisla- 
tion. Should it be found practicable to allow, under 
suitable restrictions, a right of appeal from the de- 
cisions of Courts-martial to the highest Federal courts, 
a part of the difficulty would be removed. 

In common with other citizens who have the interests 
of the nation at heart, we of the Army hail every in- 
dication of reform in the public service, and trust it 
may reach and include the military service. The basis 
of that reform, if I correctly apprehend it, is an ampli- 
fication and application of the b)unt but forcible injunc- 
tion—“ Attendez vos affaires.” Possibly the adverse 
criticism I have mentioned upon the alleged action of 
Army officers is only a not-intelligently airected eftort 
in the interests of reforms; if so, I bid the critics God- 
speed, but implore them— 

** Do not, as some ungracious pastors do, 
Show me the steep and thorny road to heaven, 
Whilst, like a puffed and reckless libertine, 
Himself the primrose path of dallianc~ takes, 
And recks not his own rede.”

THE RIO GRANDE. 


Tue following is a synopsis of the official report 
made by General Mackenzie regarding his recent 
Operations on the Mexican side of the Rio Grande. It 
embraces interesting details and incidents of the move- 
ment and a clear idea of its aims and purposes: It 
must be premised that the forces comprising General 
Mackenzie’s expedition consisted of two columns, one 
of these being under the command of Colonel William 
R. Shafter, of the 24th Infantry, the second column 
being commanded by Vaptain Samuel B. M. Young, 
of the 8th Cavalry, General Mackenzie moving out 
with the latter command. It appears from the report 
that Captain Young’s column left iis camp on Devil’s 
River on the morning of June 11 and crossed the 
stream the following day at a point fifteen miles above 
the mouth, camping out that night ten miles southwest 
of the river atadry camp. During the 13th and 14th 
of June the column marched some forty miles to the 
Buro Mountains, and Captain Young intended to 
march thirty-five miles on the 15th, but his guide, after 





there was great danger that all of the animals would 
perish, word was sent to Colonel Shafter not to cross 
the river, and if he had already crossed to at once re- 
cross anc await further orders. General Mackenzie 
then determined, on account of the frequent cattle 
raids, to thoroughly search the couotry on the San 
Diego and San Koderigo rivers. Colonel Shafter was 
accordingly notified of this intention, and the two 
commands joined forces on the San Diego during the 
17th, and then moved to Remalino, on the head waters 
of the San Roderigo River, where Mexican troops, 
under command of Colonel Valdez, were met. Colonel 
Valdez notified General Mackenzie that he had been 
ordered to repel the advance of the American forces 
through Mexican territory. General Mackenzie in- 
formed the Mexican commander that the expedition 
had no hostile intent toward Mexico, but was simply 
In pursuit and search of cattle thieves and Indians. 
In the meantime General Nuncio arrived on the scene 
with additional Mexican troops, and, during an inter- 
view with General Mackenzie, stated in general terms 
that he was obliged to obey orders, which were to 
atiack the United States forces. This announcement 
led to some correspondence, which only resulted in the 
Mexicans crossing the return route of Mackenzie’s 
troops, and asked for an apology for their presence on 
Mexican soil. The entire expedition under General 
Mackenzie then recrossed the river without collision, 
trouble or annoyance. General Mackenzie states, io 
concluding his report, that the expedition failed mainly 
on account of the scarcity of water, the sickness and 
failures of bis guides. The Mexican forces were weak 
in numbers and refused to render any assistance in 
arresting the thieves and Indians.

Fiera New Yorx.—On June 21, at 7:30 o’clock Pp. m., 
assembly was sounded at the armory, and this regiment 
formed in ten commands of twelve files front for street drill 
and skirmish practice, under Lieut.-Col. H. Gimpel.

The 
skirmish line was then called in, the officer in command, 
very reyes marching it back in column of twos, in- 
stead of in deployed order. As soon as the line had been 
established an icepection of arms was held, whereupon the 
different firings were gone through in excellent shape, the 
left wing, however, excelling in accuracy. The fire by com- 
pany was not effective on account of the inadvertence of 
the company commanders in not giving the orders at once 
and together. The double column of fours was next formed, 
and fire delivered towards the former flanks of the regiment, 
the formation being rapid and the fire solid. The deploy- 
ment of the double column of fours front into line, and also 
the formation to the left with right companies right front 
into line (the regiment now occupying a right angular 
position and delivering fire to the front and to the left) were 
very — executed.

Firty-rirst New Yorx.—On June 19th, the long ex- 
ted parade, battalion drill and competitive drill, for the 
champion flag, was held by the 5ist regiment, at Neweil 
Park, Syracuse.

Tue CuHampron Marxsman’s Bapae.—Oa Saturday, June 
22, some sixty-five or more members of the National Guard 
assembled at the 200 yards firing point, at Creedmoor, to 
contest for the champion marksman’s badge, presented b 
General Geo. W. Wingate. The conditions of this matc 
are the same as those for the State practice, 5 rounds each 
at 200 and 500 yards, and as the men are allowed to use the 
scores in this match for the State medal, an extra induce- 
ment is had for attendance and good scores. The con- 
testants are allowed two entries, and as nearly all availed 
themselves of the anaes there were one hundred and 
eleven entries in the match. The weather was not pleasant 
over head nor under foot, yet as the rain had ceased to fall, 
and the light was good, while the wind was steady from 
about ,five o’clock, the day was considered a good one for 
rifle practice. At the 200 yards the practice was excellent, 
22, 21 and 2C being the high scores, while centres and in- 
ners were freely sentup. At the mid range, 500 yards, 
however, the shooting was equal to the best ever done at 
Creedmoor, the high score being 24 of the possible 25 
points, while 23, 22 and 21 were of frequent occurrence. 
Out of the one hundred and eleven entries. sixty-nine 
scored 25 or over, the top man having 44. Forty-two of 
the entries failed to qualify. Captain James L. Price, of 
the 7th regiment won the badge. The following are the 
scores, with the regiments of the contestants :

3. A. M. Cochrane and E. B. St. John Henriques, Co. I, 
7ist regt., on the charge that Cochrane shot in the name 
of the latter. No charge is made against the officer in 
command, he having stopped it. 

4. Corporal E. Demmler, Co. G, 71st regt., on charge of 
asking » scorer to raise his ecore. 

5. Privates E. Holus and H. Bender, Co. H, 11th regt., 
on the charge that the former shot for the latter. 

6. Sergt. F. Hennis and Private H. Burtter, on the charge 
that the former shot for the latter. 

7. Privates Pfeifer and Cirklo, Co. F, 9th regt., on tho 
charge that the former shot for the latter. 

Gen. Wingate has announced that in all cases of substi- 
tution both parties will be prosecuted, and if non-commis- 
sioned officers reduced to the ranks.

Tue Sotpriers’ Matcu.—The second competition for the 
bronze trophy presented to the National Guard by Col. 
Oliphant was held at Creedmoor on June 22. This contest 
is open to teams of eight, corporals or privates, from each 
come in the N. G., 8. N. ¥.; distance, 200 yards; State 
rifle. The match consists of two stages—First, firing by 
file, each man firing five rounds, two minutes’ time being 
allowed the squad; second, firing by volley—five volleys 
per team ; the tiring to be according to the Tactics. The 
weather was most uncomfortable, yet not sufficiently wet 
to interfere with the practice. But four companies were 
represented, three from the 7th and one from the 7ist 
regiments, each team entering twice. It is to be regretted 
that this match has not been well patronized, and that the 
elegant trophy is almost allowed to go by default for want 
of contestants. Is it possible that among the eighty-two 
companies of the ist and the forty-five companies of the 
2d Divisions but four equads can be found to compete in 
this match! Where are the crack shots of the 9th, 12th, 
14th, 22d and 23d regiments? Are their companies so bare 
of marksmen that teams of eight cannot be organized? The 
match is one of the best ever introduced at Creedmoor, 
serving as 1t does to bring out the qualities of the men as 
soldiers and marksmen, and it is to be hoped that at the 
next contest, both divisions will be fairly represented. In 
the match of the 22d two targets were used, the squads of 
Co. G, 7ist, Capt. Webber, and Co. I, 7th, Lieut. Dominick, 
tiring first. In Co. G the file firing was not as perfect as 
in the first contest, the manual being neglected ; the vol- 
leys, however, were generally good, the two first being 
excellent. In Co. I the file firing was very handsome, 
while the volleys were of the worst description. In giving 
the commands, the lieutenant called the time, 1, 2, 3, be- 
tween the aim and fire, and as a consequence the men were 
strained, and instead of waiting for the “fire” after 3, 


pulled ere the order was given. In the second rounds this 
calling of the time was omitted, and the volleys were excel- 
lent. The first two volleys of Company G, 7ist, on the 
second rounds, were very poor, the first being actually file 
firing. ‘The last three weresplendid. Cos. H, Capt. Price, 
and G, Capt. Abrams, 7th regiment, were next called. In 
both companies the file firing was excellent, while in both 
rounds the volleys could hardly be excelled. In Co. H the 
volleys were delivered as one piece, while the manual was 
correct. In Co. G the men were not careful as to the posi- 
tion of the piece at the load, and would frequently raise the 
musket ere the order load was given. The match resulted 
in a victory for Uo. H, 7th regiment, on a score of 177

NATIONAL RiFLE AssocrATION —At a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee held on June 25 it was decided to allow non- 
members the use of the Creedmoor range on payment of a 
fee of 50 cents per day. National Guardsmen in uniform 
are allowed to practice on off-days by paving 25 cents. 
Col. Henry A. Gildersleeve presented to the National Guard 
a second champion marksman’s badge, to be shot for uuder 
the conditions governing the State practice, the matches, 
however, to be shot on Wednesdays. Congress having 
adjourned without making the requisite appropriation for 
the transportation, etc., of teams fro Regular Army 
who intend to compete in the Intern Military Match 
at Creedmoor next September, (ien ate offered the 
following resolution which was unanimously adopted : 

Whereus, An apprehension exists that the want of a proper 
appropriation by Congress for their transportation will prevent 
any team of the Regular Army of the U. 8. from purticipating in 
the Inter National Miltary Match to be held at Creedmoor in 
September next, it is therefore 

esolved, That the National Rifle Association of America will 
guarantee to provide the transportation for one team of not 
exceeding twelve men from each of the three divisions of the 
Army to Creedmoor in case there are no moneys under the con- 
trol of the military authorities applicable to such purpose. 


The matter was then referred to a sub-committee con- 
sisting of Gens. Wylie, Wingate, and President Stanton.

Massacuvusetts.—The past three weeks have been of unusual 
interest to the military in the State. The June inspections were 
inaugurated by that of Battery C at Melrose on Tuesday, June 
11, Battery B at Worcester on Wednesday, the Unattached 
Company of Infantry, and Battery A, Light Artillery, on the 
Boston Common, respectively, on Thursday and Saturday, and 
Co. F, Cavalry, at Westford on Fridav, June 14. In 
the following week the inspections were opened on Tuesday by 
the 4th Battalion on the Common, followed by the 10th regiment 
at Fitchburg on Wednesday, the 1st Battalion of Cavalry on the 
Common on Thursday, the 2d Battalion of Infantry at Spring- 
field on Friday, and the 7th Battalion of Infantry at Lynn June 
18. That week was also the scene of School regiment prize drills 
and the celebration of the forty-first anniversary of the National 
Lancers. 

Battery C, ist Artillery, was inepected at Melrose by Col. Ste- 
vens on Tuesday, June ii. The battery had occupied the entire 
morning in drill, and as a result the horses were pretty well 
broken and the drivers in good practice, which is seldom the 
case, as our artillery have few opportunities to parade with the 
guns horsed. At1 o'clock the,ceremony of review took place; the 
notable errors were a neglect of the order “ prepare for review,” 
the formation of the line too far to the right, necessitating 
passing into the street when wheeling to the right in platoons. 
The passage in review was excellent, both as regards alignment 
of pieces, general steadiness, and matter of salutes, although it 
was noticed that one non-commiesioned officer failed to glance 
towards reviewing officer. In the subsequent inspection the 
battery commander returned sabre when accompanying the in- 
specting officer, while it should have been drawn and at a carry; 
and chiefs of platoons were not in their proper position. The 
inspection was as thorough as a West Point graduate could make, 
and revealed everything in a creditable state. Caissons, guns, 
carriages and limbers had been newly painted, while uniforms 
and accoutrements were kept clean ard in perfect repair. The 
battery drill included limber to front and rear; mounting can- 
nonvers; right by section, by left flank and halt; forming double 
colamn and deployment; loading and firing, with and without 
the numbers; change ef posts, etc. The movements were all 

ood, particularly the drill in the manual of the piece. Battery 
B wae inspected at Worcester on Wednesday, at the ——- 
grounds, by the same officer. Precisely at 1 o’clock the battery 
was in line and the proper ealute tendered the reviewing officer. 
It was noticed that cannoneers were mounted before wheeling 
into platoons, which was incorrect, as the wheeling should first 
be extended and then the cannoneers mounted. The passage 
was excellent, although the battery had but a very few feet to 
steady down after making the turn. Salutes, steadiness and 
alignments were admirable; but in wheeling into line, after 
passing, the caisson of the second section was far out of its proper 





alignment, and aftera hint from the inspecting officer it was 
corrected, The details of inspection were excellent, and 


although the greater portion of it and the subsequent was 
fin a drenching shower the men stcod the saying ddeal 
nobly. The movements by battery were similar to those 
and were brilliant in execution, notably in the details and 
manual of the piece. Both batteries were in command of their 
senior first lieutenants, the captain in one case being ill and in 
the other absent in Europe. The men of the battalion are hard 
workers, careful in their duty, and fectly reliable. The only 
serious trouble at present seems in lack of numbers, both batte- 
ries being in some cases insufficiently manned, bu: otherwise the 
battalion is in excellent shape and an honor to the State. 

The Unattached a of Infantry was inspected on Boston 
Common on Thursday vy Gen. Atwood, Col. Stevens and Lieut.- 
Col. Berry. Three officers and forty-four enlisted men were in 

ine, the company looking well; uniforms and other State 

property in good condition. Numerous errors occurred in re- 
view which may have been caused by the fact that nothing is 
prescribed for a review cf asingle company; but be that as it 
may, the principles should have been correct at any event. The 
os inspection and drill was commendable. 

Co. F, Cavalry, was inspected at Westford on Friday, four 
officers and seventy-three enlisted men present. State 
was found in good condition, the men were soldierly, we! 
mounted, good horsemen, and ae a solid body of men. 
The drill was very good when considering their limited oppor 
tunities for drill, as this company has equads in half-a-dezen 
different towns and cities. 

Battery A, Light Artillery, was inspected u Boston Com 
mon, June 15, by Col. Stevens and Lieut.-Col. . For some 
time the Boston papers bave been quite severe with this vy! 
and not without reason, as its condition, both as 8 drill 
and discipline, has been anything but acredit to the State, and 
the citizens of Boston have felt that with the excellent armory 
and every advantage with which the command is blessed, that 
no reasonable excuse could be cflered for its condition. The 
inspection showed considerable improvement, but it has long 
strides to make ere it can hope to equal much less surpass either 
of the batteries of the First Battalion of Artillery. As shown 
upon the Common, the line for review was poor in distance be- 
tween pieces, in the direction in which they were pointed, and 
in diss milarity in the elevation and depression of the muzzles of 
the guns. The alig t of c upon the guns was poor, 
owing to the former not passing a sufficient distance to the rear 
before reversing, thus giving jittle room to straighten out and 
give the poses alignment; in fact distances and alignments were 
the weak points a inspection, The review was fair;. 
alignment of guns and caissons, steadiness and setting up was 
very eood, but the chief of caissons passed on the wron Hank, 
and after forming line again the battery commander failed to 
tender the necessary salute until directed to do so by Colonel 
Stevens. The inspection was very good, but the battery com- 
mander did not return sword when accompanying the inspecting 
officer in the noting of drees and general appearance. The move- 
ments by battery were fair, when executed slowly, but when 
hurried, Jead almost universally into trouble. As before stated, 
alignments and distances were common errors, but nndoubtedly 

would have been better, as horses are brokenin. The battery 
need a thorough instruction at all points, particularly in militar 
courtesy, and the rudiments of the soldier; this done Batter 
need no longer hold the position it has occupied during the last 
winter, which was far from satisfactory. 

Fourth Battalion Infantry was inepected upon Boston Common 
Juoe 18. The well known standing of this favorite organization 
led to a large number of spectators, among which were many of 
their lady friends. The turn out was more than satisfactory 
when considering that the previous day was a holiday; as it was, 
bat twerty-one men were absent in the entirecommand. The 
line formation was very good, but the battalion c mmander was 
too far to the right of the camp color; so that in salating the 
reviewing officer, he was at an angie with him, instead of directly 
opposite, as should have been the case. In wheeling to the poor 
dressing i= the two right companies threw them out of their 
per direction. The passing in review was very creditable; but 
the step was rather short and seemed to lack that elasticity for 
which this command is so famous; alignmente, the closing of 
ranks, setting up and steadiness were excellent, but the salutes 
were all too elow, one line officer saluting directly opposite the 
stand, one member of non-commissioned staff dropped his 
sword, and another failed to look towards reviewing officer. 
After passing, a gain of distance in one instance and a loss in 
another, resulted in a gap, and crowding when coming into line. 
At the subsequent inspection, one member of the commissioned 
and three of the non-commissioned staff brought up the sword 
at the noting of dress and general appearance, while the latter 
were noticed without knapsacks. Steadiness throughout in- 
epection was admirable, and the details were generally minute 
and correct. The kana kk business can be improved, as we have 
seen it much better in this command, and one company com- 
mander should cease to dress his company with his sword. 
Stacking of arms was poor in one company. The company drill 
which followed was good, excellent in some instances; but the 
changes were extremely simple, and a poor execution would 
have been inexcusable. The battalion drill, if anything was 
more 80, and evidentlythe confidence in execnting the movements 
well, got the battalion into trouble. The loadings and firings 
were good, a8 was a!s0 march in line, although the general guides 
were not thrown out; pase obstacle; march by the flank; form- 
ing column of compauies, change direction; un right into line; 
companies break from the right to march to the left; march in 
column of fours; change direction by the left flank; march in 
column of companies; wheeling abont by fours and halt. After 
pore meen the last change, front into line was ordered and 
markers posted, when it was ascertained that the battalion was 
inverted and then trouble ensued. Other movements followed 
and sometime during their execution two companies contrived 














to straighten, but those upon the left remained with rear rank 
and file closersin front until the close of drill, when the com- 
pany commanders reformed their companies. A muster and 
dress parade closed the duty, the latter being particularly praise- 
worthy. In summing up, we come the conclusion that the 
Fourth Battalion, while passing a satisfactory inepection, did not 
do itself the credit that its friends anticipated, and we hope ere 
long to see a repetition of the inspection of a year ago, that the 
command may show its many admirers an inspcction and sub- 
sequent drill equal to that of last ¢eason. 


Portsmouta Lieut ARTILLERY.—The Portsmouth (N. H.) 
Chronicle undertakes to defend the Light Artillery of 
that city against a statement 8 to its age, which it 
credits to the Agmy AND Navy Journat, which has ex- 
pressed no opinion as to the age of this organisation, 
and made no reference to it, certainly not recently. 
As to this company, the Portemouth C/ironic’e states that an 
artillery a age | was raised at Portsmouth in June, 1775, which 
served during the Revolution, and in the war of 1812 ** was 
ordered to resist any attempt of the British to land in this 
vicinity.” At the celebration of the completion of the Bunker 
Hill monument in 1843, this Portsmouth artillery company was 
the oldest ~isiting military organization. ‘“ The Mexican and 
Rebellion wars nearly obliterated this organization; it furnished 
and sent to the battle-fields in these two wars thirty commis- 
sioned officers, and non-commissioned officers and privates were 
found in every New Hampshire regiment.” 

A correspondent further informs us that most of the former 
members of the old organization, being too old for active duty, 
the company was mustered out of the State’s service in 1 bat 
were allowed to, and did keep the ordnance and accoutremente, 
until the second year of the Rebellion war, when they were needed 
for the defence of the Government. At the close of the war 
every one had moms of soldiering in any form, an. 108 
were taken to reorganize until 1875, when at the call of the old 
members, a meeting was held, a reorganization completed, the 
records of the old company transferred to, and in ted into 
the new. “If this,” he adds, ‘does not give us the record, and 
make us the perpetuation of the Portsmouth artillery of 1775, 
we are unacquainted with the manner that could.”

THE BATTLE OF MONMOUTH. 


In a communication to the New York 7Zimes on the 
battle of Monmouth, the anniversary of which occurs 
this week, the battle having been fought at Newrock 
Creek in Monmouth Co., N. J., June 29, 1778, Gen. 
De Peyster says: 


The battle of Monmonth has always been looked upon as & 
sort of military conundrum; the problem unsolved and insolu- 
ble. Conflicting interests have made it so, but euch was not in 
reslity the fact. Still, it was a tohu bohu of fighting, just as the 
testimony is a tohu bohu of words. It would not be pleasant, 
perhaps, for every one engaged if the testimony was winnowed 
and only the pure grain of truth presented. For Washington 
the battle was 2 moral or political necessity, and all that he did 
could not have been better done Lee i: not responsible for 
what occurred in the morning, but a scape-goat was requisite, 
and the indulgence of his acrimonious temper afforded an 
opportunity of throwing the blame upon Lim. It was equally a 
matter of absolute necessity that no doubt should be permitted 
to get abioad that the Americans had not been unquestionably 
victorious. Clinton’s unneceseary retreat gave them ail the 
advantages of a victory—although be certainly was not beaten, 
and he could not have been beaten in the very strong position 
which he assumed, if he had not allowed bis ammunition and 
provision trains to get beyond his reach. His abandonment of 
the field could not be explained away, although as a professional 
soldier his reputation did not euffer noder the scruliny«f the 
severest critics. The story of this conflict has been seasoned to 
euit the palate of our people. The world must judge of results; 
and according to this rule Monmouth counts as a great, victory 
for America. Frederick the Great—than whom no better critic 
could be cited—viewed it in this light. The court of appeals of 
events has confirmed his decision. France may whimper over 
the loss of Lorraine and Alsace, but a): such scribbling in the 
world will not reverse the accomplished fact decidea by the 
“wager of battle.” The South, in like manner, may pour 
rivers of ink —_ steppes of paper to prove that they were not 
conquered without altering the decision of blood—not ink—at 
Appomattox Conrt-honuse. 

Charles Lee, with all his faults, was an experienced profes- 
sional soldier, and koew the exact meaning of military terme. 
In a letter of the 3d of July, 1778, he saye : * T» call the affair a 
complete victory would be a dishonvurable gusconade. It was, 
indeed, a very handsome check, which did the Americans honor. 
No affair can be more convincing of what they are equal to; in 
@ retrograde manwavre of near four miles, no confusion was 
observable but what arose, and ever will arise, from a monstrous 
abuse, which, if tolerated, will be one day fata!--I mean the 
me 3 which individuals, without authority, take to direct and 
give their opinions. The behavior of the whole, both men and 
officers, was eo equally good that it would be unjust to make 
distinctions, thoagh I confess it is difficult to refrain from pay- 
ing compliments to the artillery, from Gen. Knox and Col. 
Oswald down to the very driver. It is difficult to say which was 
the decisive point—it was a battle in pieces, and by dint of fight- 
ing in a variety of places—in the plain and in the woods—by 
advancing and retreating, the enemy were at last fairly worn 
down.” Just+o, worn down! 

Never was Britieh discipline, courage, fortitude, and endurance 
more resplendenrtiy displayed ; never were Briti-h troops more 
oes handied and marceuvred and fought than opon the 
field of Monmouth. Clinton's native army comprised a budy of 
soldiers which could ecarcely be equalied in the world. Mon- 
mouth proved that a disciplined American could become as per- 
fect a soldier as any iu the world ; that Wayne was as reliable to 
defend as to attack, and that Washington was equal to any 
a Still, all these were no fresh discoveries. Tnese 
were problems lng since eolved and known in certain circles. 
Monmouth simply revealed them to the world. Monmouth was 
the last field in America whereon 10,000 men on ech side con- 
tended for victory, or were even present. After this date the 
war was made up of comparative skirmishes or actions whore 
objectives alone gave to them the dignity of baitles. In one 
respect, however, it was the battle of the Revolution, for upon 
its parched, deep, sandy field occurred the “ new birth” of the 
American regular soldier. Hereon, he showed himeelf ihe first- 
class monceuvring as well as fighting power, substantiated sub- 
sequently in a thousand fields--in Canada, in Florida, in Mexico, 
at the West, and on the gory cherker-boards of the “ great 
American conflict’? waged to crush or to sustain the mightiest 
rebellion which ever convuleed a nation. 








Tue Porter Court or Inquiry.—The members of 
the commission to decide whether the case of Fitz 
Jobn Porter shall be reviewed, met at West Point this 
week and decided to hold open sessions, the large 
room at the nurthern end of the Academy building 
being tuken so as to accommodate the public. The 
members of the commission are Generals Schofield, 
Terry, and Getty, with M»jor Gardner as Recorder. 
The proceedings opened at 11 o’clock on Tuesday, June 
25, Fi'z Jobn Porter taking his seat, unattended, in 
front of the curt. Those who remember bim during 
the war, says the New York Werld correspondent, 
when his hair was black and he wore a full black 
beard, would hardly recognize him now. His hair 
has silvered, and bis beard has been taken cff, though 
he still wears a moustache. Otherwise, however, he 
bears his years lightly, and bis figure is as lithe and 
soldierly as ever. His eyes are large, dark and bright. 
His cheeks were flushed as he rose to address the 
court requesting that he might be represented by coun- 
sel. General Schofield, as President, immediately 
granted thé request, and they walked forward and took 
seats at the table with their client. Mr. Bullitt, the 
senior counsel, inquired, to begin with, what the court 
had decided should »e the rules of procedure, and, 
after some informal conversation, it was agreed that 
Porter’s counse) should first present the case orally 
from the appellani’s standpoint, and that this state- 
ment should be writien out fully and given to the court 
for reference and review, and that they would then 
consider the record of toe former trial and call the 
witnesses. Mr. Bullitt stated that they had a printed 
document which gave his side of the case in extenso, 
with copies of all the orders, letters and telegrams 
embodied in it, and which they would submit to the 
court after Mr. Maltby bad given orally as succinct an 
abstract of it as waa possible. The spectators num- 
bered about 60, including several ladies. Mr. Maltby 
spoke in a quie', conversational manner for about 
three hours, beginning his account of General Porter’s 
movements with his separation from McClellan's com- 
mand some two weeks before the second battle of 
Bull Run, and illustrating the position and operations 
by means of a large map of the country, which was 
bung in full sight of the court. Maps showing what 
is claimed to be the actual position of Purter and the 
enemy, and Pope’s erroneous location of Porter to the 
rear of Jackson’s right—Longstreet not being set down 
by Pope—were produced and commented on by Mr. 
Moltby. He presented a paper prepared by bis client, 
giving a review of his services while in the Army, and 
referring to the distinguished record of other members 
of his family for patriotic service. 
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FOREIGN ITEMS.

The inhabitants manifest irreconcilable batred 
towards the Russian garrison, and, imitating the gue- 
rilla warfare in Spain, cut oftevery officer and private 
they find walking about the city alone. In one week 
they destroyed ten officers und twenty men. 

Proressor Vircuow, of Berlin, believes that he can 
furnish proof from a Bulgarian skull that the Bulga- 
rians are not of Slav, but of Turkish origin. For this 
purpose, Herr von Honika will shortly bring from 
Roumania fifteen skulls of Bulgarians who were killed 
by the Turks near Kadikoi, and which have been pre- 
pared at the request of Herr von Honika by Dr. 
Markovics in Sistova.

As soon as the 
Eastern question is definitely settled, Russia will, we 
are told, transfer to Central Asia and Siberia the tor- 
pedo flotilla she has formed in anticipation of a war 
with England. The greater number will be sent to 
the Sea of Aral, where they will be available for ferry 
and transport purposes on the Rivers Oxus and 
Jaxartes. , 

Tue grand annual review of the army of Paris took 
place on Thursday, June 20. The departure from 
the custom of celebrating the solemnities on a Sunday, 
has been caused by deference to the feelings of the 
vast number of English persons who have been at- 
tracted to Paris by the Exhibition. The 20th of June 
was the Fete Dieu, the Corpus Christi, which is kept 
throughout France as a general holiday. The tele- 
graph reports that the discipline and fine bearing of the 
troops in the review are themes of universal admira- 
tion and rejoicing. The progrcss of all arms of the 
service since last year is immenss. 

La Revue Militaire de Htranger concludes some ob- 
servations on the recent Russo-Turkish campaigns 
with these remarks: *‘ As in Bulgaria, so in Armenia, 
it was an insufficiency of cffectives—and, perhaps, 
a sort of contempt for the enemy—which caused the 
failure of the first campaign ; as in Bulgaria, also, the 
Turks went to sleep on their laurels and allowed their 
adversaries every imaginable leisure to repair their 
strength, rectify their calculations, and prepare for a 
new and decisive effort. But as far as the general 
conduct of the operations goes the analogy between 





Bulgaria it was the Russians who operated upon in- 
terior lines, whilst in Armenia it was Moukhtar Pasha 
who utilised this advantage in order to beat his ad- 
versaries in detail and to repel the first invasion. Then 
—only to indulge in essential comparisons—the cam- 
paiga in Armenia terminated by a great pitched bat- 
tle between the principal forces of the two adversaries, 
while one looks in vain for such an encounter during 
the campaign in Europe.” 


MarenaL Baracuay D’Hrmiiers, who died at 
Amélie-les Bains, June 6, was born in 1785, being the 
son of a general who fell into disgrace with Napoleon 
and died in 1813. The deceased was brought up a 
soldier, resigned his captaincy rather than join Napo- 
leon during the 100 days, resumed it on the return of 
the Bourbons, took part in the Spanish and in several 
Algerian expeditions, and ‘became lieutenant-general 
and commandant of Constantine in 1843, but was su- 
perseded the following year on account of military 
reverses. He sat in the Constituent Assembly of 1848, 
became one of Louis Napoleon’s partisans, and in 
January, 1851, supplanted Changarnier as command- 
ant of Paris, but resigned six months afterwards, when 
forced to choose between his command and his seat. 
He assisted at the coup d'état, and headed the Baltic 
expedition in 1854, when the capture of Bomarsund 
made him a marshal and senator. He also distin- 
guished himself at the battle of Solferino in 1859. In 
July, 1870, he again became commandant of Paris, but 
resigned on the Palikao Cabinet being formed. After 
peace was concluded, he presided over the inquiry in- 
to the Metz and other capitulations, and also over the 
court-martial on Gen. Cremer. 

‘* RECENT years,” says Broad Arrew, “ have been 
eingularly and unheppily prolific in great paval disas- 
ters. During a period when, with a very few excep- 
tions, the navies of Europe have been occupied peace- 
fully, the losses through one form of mischance and 
another have been remarkably numerous. The Captain 
catastrophe, in 1870, marked the commencement of 
the series ; the Vanguard and Magenta were lost in 
1875 ; and this year, of which only five months have 
yet expired, has witnessed first the capsizing of the 
Hurydice, and now the foundering of the Grosser Kur- 
fuerst, Two of tkese casualties—the Captain ard 
Hurydice—were due to the vessels capsizing ; the Ma- 
genta was burnt, and both the Vanguard and Grosser 
Kurfuerst were sunk through being rammed by con- 
sorts with whom they were steaming in company. Of 
the Uapiain and Hurydice practically all bands were 
lost; the Vanguard and Mogenta casuslties were hap- 
pily unattended with loss to human life. It will be 
remembered,” it adds, ‘‘that when the Vanguard was 
rammed by the Jron Duke she remained afloat no less 
than seventy-five minutes after the accident. Scarcely 
five minutes elapsed after the recent collision ere the 
rammed vessel went down. To us this seems to indi- 
cate that there were grave defects in the vessel’s inter- 
nal construction. The Gross r Kurfuerst was built at 
Kiel, and was designed by the German Admiralty, so 
that the slight amount of experience both in designing 
and building ironclads which the Germans have yet 
acquired may be an explanation of the omission.” 
The Army and Navy Gazette thinks ‘‘the latest instance 
in the Channel has incontestably proved that unless 
the ram is of great strenyth, the act of ramming is 
dangerous to the ship engaged in the performance, and 
it is almost a matter of surprise that the Konig Wilhelm 
was kept afloat. Had she been as unprepared as the 
Grosser Kurfuerst, or had the foremost compartment

nel might, indeed, have reached appalling proportions, 


The accident in the German squadron was doubtle:s 


made the more easy,” it adds, ‘‘ owing to the close 
order in which the vessels sailed, the error of which 
has been not unfrequently remarked by officers of our 
own service, while German naval officers have been 
found who have twitted us at the distance we kept our 
ships apart, as though we were afraid of each other.” 


ACCORDING to the Russian Medical Journal, the rate 
of mortality among military surgeons bas been much 
larger during the war with Turkey than in the combat- 


ant portion of the army. During the campaign in 
1813-15 there were 2,170 surgeons ie the Prussian army, 
of whom about 10 per cent. were either killed or 
wounded, being in abcut equal proportion to the casu- 
alties amongthe combatants In the French campaign 
against Constantine in 1837, while every thirteenth 
combatant officer was killed, every sixth surgeon died. 
This, in proportion to the numbers, shows that the 
mortality among the surgeons (16 2-3 per cent.) was 
more than double that of the officers (7 7 per cent.) 
During the Crimean war, the mortality among the 
surgeons wes, according to French official statistics, 
18°2 per cent., and among the combatant vfticers 7°3 
percent. In the lute Russian campaign, 355 surgeons, 
out of a total of 2,839, have died, being « qual to about 
124 percent. In the Mexican expedi ivu the rate of 
mortality among the surgeons was about 20 per cent., 
while that of the combatant offic: rs was only about 4 per 
cent. The only instance on record where the propor- 
tion of deaths among the combatant officers was larger 
than that of the surgeons was in the Prussian army 
during the Franco-P; ussian war in 1870 71. 


MaJor-Gzn. ZEDDELER, #n officer in the suite of the 
Emperor of Russia, who was present with the Prussian 
army during seven months of the Franco-German war 
of 1870-71, who took part io the late Turco-Russian 
campaign and was severely wounded during the en- 
zagement near Gorni-Dubnik, bas just publisbed an ar- 
ticle entitled, ** Deductions from our Last War.” Af- 
ter citing a number of instances in which great 
devastation was wrought in the ranks of the Russians 
by the long-ravge murketry fire of the Turks, Geweral 
Zeddeler proceeds to insist strongly upon the impera- 
tive necessity of msking such alterations in the Rus- 
sian regulations and mucketry instructions as shall 
lead to the fuller development of the power of the 
breech loading and rapid firing weapons with which 
the Russian infantry is now armed, and of establishing 
by a series of carefully conducted experiments ra- 
tional principles for the employment of long-ran 
fire. Every soldier going into battle should, he 
urges, carry about him, partly in pouches, partly in 
his baversack, 100 cartridges. Twenty-five rounds 
more per man should accompany each battalion, car- 
ried by pack animals; and seventy-five more per man 
in ammuuition wagons, Thus there would be a sup- 
ply of altogether 200 rounds per man immediately 
available. The wagons, Gen. Zeddeler suggests, should 
be drawn up in the immediate neighborhood of the 
place selected as the station for dressing the wounded, 
a8 the constant communication between this po t and 
the regiment would facilitate forwarding the ammuni- 
tion to the front. Each company should be followed 
by two pack animals, each carrying 2,000 cartridges, 
which should be distributed among the men whenever 
opportunities occur, the animals then returning to the 
wagons to replenish their supplies.
